Mto  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1970  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Rural  Dlstrlcto 

As  I only  tooli  up  office  on  the  1st  May,  I am  indeed  Indebted  to  Mr.  F.  H.  Lewis, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  section  of  the  report  contributed  by  himo 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population  1+3,090  is  750  more  than  in  the 
previous  year  but  the  growth  in  population  is  not  quite  as  large  as  usual. 

The  Birth  Rate,  13o5  per  1,000  population,  continues  the  decline  which  has  taken 
place  since  a peak  in  1965  and  is  similar  to  the  trend  in  the  County  and  for  the  country 
as  a whole. 

The  Incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  again  extremely  slight.  The 
high  level  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  needs  to  be  maintained  and  Improvement  made  in 
the  state  of  vaccination  against  measles. 

I wish  to  thank  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and 
loyalty  since  I took  office.

Stanton  Open  Air  Pool 

This  concrete  lined  pool  has  a capacity  of  70,000  gallons  and  Is  situated  a few 
hundred  yards  to  the  east  of  the  vlllageo  During  the  summer  months  It  Is  In  constant 
use,  not  only  by  bathers  from  Stanton  and  the  surrounding  villages,  but  also  by  visitors 
to  the  Gloucestershire  Education  Authorlty*s  Summer  Youth  Camp,  close  byo 

While  the  pool  Is  maintained  and  administered  by  the  Parish  Council,  the  water  Is 
supplied  by  the  Water  Undertakingo  Chlorination  Is  carried  out  by  means  of  sulphate  of 
ammonia  and  chloros  and  the  pool  Is  emptied,  thoroughly  cleansed  and  re-fllled  at 
approximately  fortnightly  intervalSo  Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken 
perlodlcallyo 


WAIER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  in  the  district  was  satisfactory  In  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the 
year.  All  the  public  and  some  of  the  private  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  none  of  the 
waters  are  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  actiono

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  my  department 
and  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  the  consideration  and  support  extended  to  me  during  the  yeai>» 

In  the  field  of  housing  a survey  of  some  700  houses  of  a doubtful  standard 
was  conductedo  It  was  noted  that  no  serious  housing  problem  existed  in  the  type  of 
house  where  It  was  thought  that  one  might  exist;  a large  number  of  houses  had  been 
Improved  to  a good  standard  and  there  had  been  a swing  over  the  years  to  home 
ownership  and  this  together  with  a steady  flow  of  applications  for  Impixrvement  grants 
accounts  for  the  Improvement  of  standardSo  Every  effort  is  made  to  draw  attention 
to  the  advantages  to  be  gained  by  means  of  Improvement  grantSo 

The  public  today  are  very  pollution  conscious  arxl  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that 
legislation  of  the  future  will  be  more  helpful  to  local  authorities;  the  defence  of 
best  practicable  means  and  the  Recurring  Nuisances  Act  1969  do  give  a measure  of 
control  but  prevention  rather  than  a make-shift  cure  should  govern  future  thinklngo 

I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Counci l*s  Staff  for  the  close 
co-operation  given  throughout  the  yearo
